ings. 
Big Thing Is Foothold. 

“Delegates” were told that the 
important thing in y city was 
to get a foothold. “If you can get 
in with punchboards, that’s a 
start,” one speaker- said. “If you 
can get handbooks operating, don't 
rush it—infiltrate, take your time. 

“If possible, get bingo started, 
then ease in with slot machines. 
But don’t start wide-open opera- 
tions with crap games.”

— establishments, rather than 
rst-floor quarters visible from 
the street and likely to attract 
the attention of “blue-noses.” 

Frank Costello, hoodlum “king”

Warning Against Killings. 

In his meetings with gangsters 
and gamblers throughout the 
country, Costello, New York ex- 
convict and Tammany politician, 
warns his associates that killings 
must stop and that business-like 
methods are bund to succeed.

The 
Federal Reserve Board, which 
does hot rely on tax money, pays 
its members $15,000 each.

We desire also that you con- 
vey to the personnel of the Police 
Department, and emphasize to 
them, that it is our wish that they 
rigidly enforce all the laws and 
ordinances, in order to continue 
to make St. Louis a clean, decent 
and great city in which to live.” 

Statement by Board. 

When the board meeting ended 
at Police Headquarters late yes- 
terday, President William L. Holz-

“We, the new Board of Police

ident of both firms; Bert Deriger, 


chief bookkeeper of the Thomas 
company, and Charles Crane, sec- 
retary of the Rockton company. 

Edward J. Ryan, assistant Unit- 
ed States Attorney, said the al- 
leged evaded taxes plus a possible, 
50 per cent penalty would amount 
to $3,113,609. 

Sandroff is accused in one in- 
dictment of evading taxes of $808,- 
226 on $1,145,378 of income from 


1942 through 1945. 

In a second bill, the Thomas 
company is charged with evading 
$828,305 in taxes on an income of 
$1,020,569 from 1942 through 1944. 
The indictment names Sandroff 
and Deriger also. 

The third indictment accuses the 
Rockton company of failing to 
pay taxes on $443,207 on $547,874 
of income in 1944 and 1945. Sand- 
roff and Crane also are named in 
this charge. ‘ 

Fifteen witnesses, including audi- 
tors and special internal revenue 
department agents, appeared be- 
fore the grand jury which re- 
turned the indictment before 
Judge Philip L. Sullivan. 

The Thomas company is a large 
dealer in waste paper. The Rock- 
ton company uses waste paper in 
manufacturing a product called 
liner board. Much of the Thomas 
company’s paper was purchased 
from the Government in the war 
years. 

Under conviction on the income 
tax charges, possible penalties are 
45 years in prison and a $90,000 
fine for Sandroff; 10 years and 
$20,000 for Deriger and Crane. In 
addition, the Thomas company 
could be fined $30,000 and Rock- 
ton $20,000.

The present contract, 
covering 106,000 Ford production 
workers, expires on July 15. 

The UAW’s announced 1949 pro 
gram includes $100-a-month pen- 
sions for auto workers over 65, 
health and welfare programs, and 
wage increases restoring purchas- 
ing power to the level of June 
1946. Ford's average wage is 
about $165. now for production 
workers. 

Bugas, in his letter, said that 
added labor costs would result 
only in higher prices and unem- 
ployment. .

One Out of Four 


One thing stands out above all else in fhe re- 
sults of St. Louis’- primary for nomination for 
Mayor, Comptroller and Aldermen. That is the 
fact that only one registered wee in four went 
to the polls. 

The total vote for the Democratic party's five 
eandidates for Mayor is 61,261. The total num- 
ber of ballots for the G.O.P.’s four candidates is 
30,612. Thus the total of both parties is 91,873. 
In terms of percentage this is 24.1 of the regis- 
tration of 381,298. 

But it takes more than the small percentage 
of the registration figures for this year to meas- 
ure the lack of interest of the voters in this pri- 
mary. 

The last peacetime primary was in 1941. In 
that year the registration was 416,258 or 35,000 
more than the number of citizens who qualified 
to vote this year. 

Or.go back 12 years to 1937. The registration 
Al- 
though the city kas grown by approximately 90,- 
000 in the decade, there are today 20,000 fewer 
citizens qualified to vote for the men who make 
laws and manage the affairs of this city. 


The unadorned fact is. that, except for the 
wartime primary four years ago, this is the small- 
est proportionate mayoral primary vote and the 
smallest percentage of the registration partici- 
pating since the admission of women to the polls 
as qualified voters in 1920. 


How is the condition to be accounted for? 


The first answer is in organization politics. 
Almost everyone expected Joseph M. Darst to be 
nominated by the Democrats. There was ac- 
tually no contest at all for the. Republican nom- 
ination as none of J. Edward Gragg’s three op- 
ponents was a serious contender. 


The contest for Democratic nomination for 
Comptroller was spirited, Milton S. Carpenter 
defeating Patrick Walsh 35,283 to 22,405. This 
race undoubtedly was a factor in. getting the 
Democratic total up as high as it is. 

On the Republican side, there was no contest 
for Comptroller, the venerable Louis Nolte being 
an easy winner from the moment he announced 
he would run again. Indeed, Mr. Nolte in ef- 
fect controlled the G.O.P. mayoral field as well. 

While the Democrats are undoubtedly riding 
the November wave in their 2-to-1 lead over the 
Republicans, there is another factor in the low 
G.O.P. vote. That is the fact that there was, of 
course, no contest at all for aldermanic seats in 
half the city and Republican contests for nomi- 
nation in only eight of the 14 wards which do 
elect Aldermen this year. 

A second reason for the low turnout is the 
absence of campaign issues. Neither party chose 
to find an issue and to campaign on it within 
its own ranks. This is not to say that there are 
not issues, for there are important problems fac- 
ing the City Hall. How to finance the cost of 
municipal government is a big problem and it 
should be thoroughly discussed in the campaign 
which lies ahead. 

When all these explanations are made, the fact 
still remains that an unusually small number of 
citizens took the trouble to register and of those 
who registered not quite one in four went to the 
polls. 

What would we think if the Mayor of Munich, 
Dr. Karl Scharnagl, who is visiting our area just 
now, went back to Germany and told his people 
to establish democracy in the pattern of the 
1949 primary in St. Louis? 
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2 Cry for More School Money 

After a two-year study of Missouri's schools, 
the State Board of Education has concluded 
that they need at least $15,000,000 more per 
year if they are to measure up to the national 
average. That is not an unreasonable goal; and 
it is in no way to the state’s credit that it spends 
$23 less per pupil than the annua) average for 
the nation. Missouri need not and should not 
stand so low on the educational ladder. 

Taxpayers, however, might have been some- 
what more open-handed in the past if school 
funds had been more intelligently used. It was 
not edifying to see the Legislature make auto- 
matic allocations of a third of the state’s gen- 
eral revenues to the school lobby while some 
local boards raised almost no money at home. 
It was a scandal that some school districts con- 
tinued to maintain one-room schools just to 
have a claim on the dollars flowing out of Jef- 
ferson City. 

The consolidation of such districts now is vir- 
tually mandatory. Cape Girardeau county has 
taken the lead by regrouping 75 small. school 
districts into three large ones. These large dis- 
tricts, certainly, will give pupil and taxpayer 
more, dollar for dollar. And because of their 


ability to do so, they may have an easier time 


getting as much money as they should have. 
The State Board, however, reports that there 
seems to be stalling on consolidation in other 
areas. That can only mean a continuation of 
underpaid teacherg and overcrowded classrooms. 
The willingness of the people to spend more on 
schools is directly related to the willingness of 
the schools — and the school board members 
especially—to do a better job. Local tesponsi- 
bility cannot be shirked if more state aid is 


expected. 
More Aid to What China? 


It is hard to believe that a majority of the 
United States Senate would seriously think of 
handing over $1,500,000,000 in new aid to the 
Nationalist Government of China. Nevertheless, 
50 Senators do propose it. To whom would the 
aid be given? Who would administer the funds? 

There is no president, only an acting one, Gen. 
Li. No cabinet, only a rejected one serving un- 
til a new one can be formed—if a new one can 
be formed. No Government, only the ruined 
remnants, scattered among the old ‘capital, 
Nanking, the new capital, Canton, the sanctary 
island, Formosa, and Shanghai. No Nationalist 
party, even, only two increasingly hostile factions 
headed by Li and by Chiang Kaishek at Feng- 
hua. 

‘Chiang and his fellow-nationalists demonstrat- 
ed with the billions the United States has al- 
ready given them that they could neither sub- 
due the Chinese Communists nor come to terms 
with them. No doubt n to 


lion American dollars to back him up. 
What good could it be expected to do? If 


the Communists have branded them war crim- 
inals and promised to put them to death? One 
and a half billion dollars is not going to do now 
what four billion dollars in the past eight years 
have miserably failed to do. 

It is a tragic fact that China has arrived at 
a position in which there is no hope for it until 
time has worked changes. It seems that, Chiang 
not having been able to succeed, Communism 
must now be given a chance to fail. 


Meanwhile, it will be of no earthly use to al- 


low more American arms to pass from an in- 
ept Nationalist Army into the hands of the Com- 
munists, and more American dollars to line the 
pockets of politicos and officers who are now 
looting the ruins of the Nationalist Government. 
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For Abr Sewer Bond Vote 

“Tragic” is the adjective for the failure of the 
$15,000,000 sewer bond issue. An adequate sewer- 
age system is a city’s most essential sanitary in- 
stallation; and it is beyond all reason that one 
part of a community should have this protection 
while another does not. Yet such will be the 
case in St. Louis until these bonds are voted. 

Perhaps the light vote had something to do 
with this defeat. Actually, 51,440 ballots were* 
marked favorably, while only 35,231 negatives 


were recorded. But because of the two-thirds 


requirement for approval, the issue was defeated 
by about 6300 votes. It is possible that a larg- 
er turnout of voters would have closed this gap. 
That thought, however, will not do much to cheer 
the residents in the northwestern section of the 


city who find that they have been once more de- 


nied a facility which ought to be at the service of 
everybody in St. Louis. 
This new defeat will raise the question of 


whether the two-thirds requirement is fair in 


connection with essential municipal installations, 
Its purpose is to keep the community from blithe- 
ly piling up its bonded indebtedness. As such, it 


makes good sense in connection with what might 


be called municipal luxuries—monuments and 
other things which are not immediately essential 
to the welfare of the people. But should not a 
simple majority suffice to authorize essentials? 
A change in this requirement would take time. 
It would run into stiff opposition from those who 
oppose all public expenditures, no matter for 
what purpose. And these sewers are desperate- 
ly needed. So, the question should again be pre- 
sented to the voters at the earliest possible op- 
portunity. It is to be hoped that next time the 
two-thirds majority will be mustered. 
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A Choice Before Gen. Clay 

Congressman Lawrence H. Smith, Wisconsin 
Republican, has introduced a resolution for a 
House investigation of brutality in the Malmedy 
prosecutions in Germany. Hearing the news, 
the Department of the Army says that if the in- 
vestigation is ordered, the military will be glad 
to assist. To that end it pledges “fullest co- 
operation.” 

The Army could hardly promise less than that. 
The fact is, as Secretary Royall knows, that the 
American military convictions of the Malmedy 
massacre suspects have been thoroughly inves- 
tigated by a special commission consisting of 
Judges Gordon Simpson of Texas and Edward L. 
Van Roden of Pennsylvania. These jurists re- 
ported their findings five months ago, and the 
findings left no doubt whatever about brutal 
treatment of the accused Germans.

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John L. Orders a Shutdown 


There is no reason for anyone to get steamed 
up over John L. Lewis’ latest coal mine shut- 
down, now called for the two weeks of March 145 
28. That is the time when miners like to plant 
potatoes and do other work around their spring 
gardens. A check back over the years would 
show that quite often a break is arranged in the 
working year along in March. 

The ostensible cause of this shutdown is some- 
thing else again. Mr. Lewis says it is a period 
of protest against the appointment of Dr. James 
Boyd, former dean of the Colorado School of 
Mines, as director of the Federal Bureau of 
Mines. The UMWA head refers to President 
Truman's choice as “an incompetent, unquali- 
fied person who has usurped the office and 
functions.” 


If Director Boydhe has held office for two 


years by recess appointments—is incompetent, it 
should be possible to demonstrate the fact with- 
out work stoppages.

John Marshall tory, and — 

readable. As Mr. Loth indicates, the posi- 

tion of Chier Justice, when Marshall took 

his seat on Feb. 4, 1801, was very different 

from what it is today, or what it was when 
Marshall died in 1835. 

The position of the court as umpire-in- 
chief, the strength of the national govern- 
ment, and the protection given to property 
rights against hostile action by State legis- 
latures, are all different from what would 
have been had Marshall declined this ap- 
parently minor appointment. His greatness 
does not lie in the originality of his ideas, 
Most of those were the views of his party, 
and particularly of Alezander Hamilton. 


Marshall originated little, but he had an 
extraordinarily clear, firm intellect, which, 
combined with great tenacity of purpose, 
a fine style, and ascendancy in his court, 
made it possible for him to write those 
principles into the law of the Constitution. 


Mr. Loth tells us quite 4 lot about Mar- 
shall’s heritage and youth, about his fam- 
ily and his traits of personality, about his 
martial and political careers, but we are 
told very little about the constitutional doo- 
trines for which he is remembered. 

To be sure, all of the major cases are de- 
ascribed, some of the lesser ones are men- 
tioned, and a few spectacular ones—notably 
the Burr trial for treason—are dealt with 
at length. Only two of the most impor- 
tant ones are treated with enough precision 
to enable the reader who has not studied 
those cases to understand the significance 
of Marshall's decisions. 

The book, then, cah be recommended as 
an accurate and pleasing account of Mar- 
shall’s life and career. For those who seek 
a more exact understanding of his contri- 
bution to American law and economics 
than it provides, it should be supplemented, 
for example, by the pertinent chapters in 
Beveridge. or in the recent history of the 
Constitution by Alfred Kelly and Winfred 
Harbison.

MEET RECESSION 


Board Member Tells 


What System Can Do, 


Insists It Be ‘Adequate- 


ly Forearmed’ for In- 
flation or Deflation.

WASHINGTON, March 12—If a 
recession actually develops, the 
Federal Reserve System is better 
equipped than ever before to help 
offset deflationary forces. 

This confident assurance Was 
given by M. S. Szymczak, a mem- 
ber of the system’s Board of Gov- 
ernors, at the University of Chi- 
cago yesterday afternoon in a pub- 
lic lecture on the problem of post- 
war monetary policy. Text of the 
address was made public here. 


Like most other Washington of- 
ficials, Szymezak insisted that the 
Federal Reserve System be “ade- 
quately forearmed” with authority 
to cope with both inflationary and 
deflationary forces. He hoped 
there would be no more inflation 
and enumerated the following ex- 
amples of the current deflationary 
tendencies: 

“In an increasing number of 
areas supplies have caught up 
with, and in numerous lines ex- 
ceeded, demand at current prices. 
Indicative of the changed situa- 
tion are the declining prices, the 
moderate slackening of investment 
in producers’ goods and business 
inventories, and the increased sup- 
plies of goods, many of which 
were in tight supply a year ago. 

Off From August Peaks. 

“Average wholesale and con- 

sumer prices-have been declining 
from their August peaks. In fact, 
by mid-February average whole- 
sale prices were slightly lower 
than a year ago, while consumer 
prices were probably very close to 
their levels of February 1948. 
Prices of farm products in mid- 
February were 8 per cent and 
foods were 6 per cent below a 
year ago. Average prices of com- 
modities other than farm products 
and foods were only 3 per cent 
above a year ago, and have been 
virtually unchanged on the aver- 
age since August, with prices of 
mest commodities other than 
metals generally either remaining 
stable or drifting down. Retail 
sales have recently shown sub- 
stantial evidence of increasing 
consumer resistance. When figures 
become finally available on de- 
‘partment store sales for February, 
they will probably show a decline 
from a year ago despite intensi- 
fied merchandising efforts.

French Hero of 2 World 
Wars Broke With De 
Gaulle 


Command in Africa. 


PARIS, March 12 (AP)—France 
today mourned the death of Gen. 
Henri Honore Giraud, a fighting 
hero of two world wars who 


times. 

Giraud, 70 years old, died last 
night at a military hospital in 
Dijon after an attack of food 
poisoning. The general had re- 
ceived the last rites of the Roman 
Catholic Church earlier in the 
day. 

The French National Assembly 
observed a minute of silence last 
night in Giraud’s honor. Premier 
Henri Queuille paid tribute to him 
in the name of the French Gov- 
ernment. 

The day before Giraud died he 
was awarded his nation’s highest 
military decoration—the Medaille 
Militaire. This is usually given 
only to enlisted men and it is 
unusual distinction for an officer 
to receive it. 

Giraud leaves two daughters and 
one son. Another daughter died 
in a German prison camp. His sec- 
ond son, a pilot in the French air 
force, was killed in action during 
World War II. ) 


Career of Giraud. 

Giraud, born Jan. 18, 1879, began 
his military career by entering St. 
Cyr military academy at 19. He 
saw service in the _ colonies, 
especially in Morocco, where he 
was Marshal Lyautey’s right-hand 
man. 

In World War I he distinguished 
himself in the Champagne sector. 
He was seriously wounded ‘tear 
Charleroi in 1914. The Germans 
made him a prisoner and he re- 
covered from his wounds. An at- 
tempt to escape from a prison 
camp was unsuccessful, but he 
tried again and fled to England, 
by way of Holland. 

He rejoined his unit and fought 
until the end of the war, receiv- 
ing many citations. Then he was 
sent to Turkey where he was on 
the staff of Gen. Frenchet d’Esp- 
erey, later attending the French 
Staff College and returning again 
to Morocco. He directed the vie- 
torious campaign against the 
Riffs in 1925. In one of the en- 
gagements he was shot twice in 
the legs, but his aides held him 
on his horse until the battle was 
over. 

“The Lion” Honored. 

He was awarded the Grand 
Cross of the Legion of Honor and 
took command of the forces in 
Morocco. By this time he was 
known to his men as “The Lion.” 

In 1936 he was military gov- 
ernor of Metz, in command of an 
army corps. He opposed the 
“Peace of Munich” and got into 
political difficulties with Premier. 
Eduard Daladier. However, he 
had the support of Gen. Maurice 
Gamelin, in supreme command of 
the French army, and was made 


“Though employment has con- 
tinued at generally very high 
levels there have been recent de- 
clines.

The Banking System. 

If the deflationary forces 
threaten to bring about a serious 
recession, Szymczak continued, the 
American banking system today 
has something it lacked in pre- 
vious depressions—the Federal 
Reserve System’s ability to pro- 
vide adequate funds when needed 
by the market. 

“The system,” he pointed out, 
“has virtually unlimited means of 
supplying the market with addi- 
tional reserves through purchases 
of Government securities. The Re- 
serve Banks at present hold 23 bil- 
lion dollars of gold certificate’ re- 
serves, and, on the basis of exist- 
ing legal gold reserve require- 
ments, the system could more than 
double its outstanding note and 
deposit liabilities. 

“Moreover, as a result of the lib- 
eralized lending authority pro- 
vided in the Banking Act of 1935, 
advances can now be made on any 
assets of the member banks that 
are acceptable to the Reserve 
Banks at security. Thus the sup- 
ply of funds will not be undesir- 
ably restricted by the need to ad- 
here to ‘eligibility’ rules. 

“Further, when other lenders are 
not available, the system is em- 
powered to make direct loans to 
business firms for working capi- 
tal purposes. 

“Finally, the system can always 
contribute to monetary ease gen- 
erally by a reduction in reserve 
requirements and in special areas 
through relaxing installment credit 
and margin requirements.” 

“Monetary Climate.” 

In non-technical language, this 
meant that banks would have 
more money to lend; business 
firms could go direct to the sys- 
tem for loans; citizens could buy 
automobiles and household appli- 
ances with less money down and 
with longer time to pay and in- 
vestors would not have to put up 
as much money to buy securities. 
This is what the Federal Reserve 
Governor called “a monetary cli- 
—— favorable to business expan- 
sion.“ Pe 

Monetary authorities, he said, 
should have at their disposal at 
all times adequate means for 
checking the growth of the money 
supply without endangering the 
Government’s credit. This could 
be done, he explained, by Con- 
gress extending the system’s au- 
thority over reserve requirements 
and by making permanent the sys- 
gtem’s authority over consumer in- 
stallment credit. 

“Only if the system is fore- 
armed,” he said, can we have the 
full advantage of the stabilizing 
potentialities of action in the 
monetary sphere—about which I 
have already indicated my opti- 
mism. It is my conviction that 
monetary policy, along with co- 
ordinative action in the fiscal 

area, can contribute a great deal 
to curbing the effects of unstabil- 
izing elements in our economic 
life. However, I want to empha- 
size again the essential role that 
timing will always play in deter- 
mining the success or failure of 
even the best of available weapons. 
Not only must we have the power 
to act, but. it is essential that our 
action be taken in the right amount 
at the right time.”

New Mexico District 
Judgs Holds State and 
U.S. Constitutions Are 
Transgressed. 


SANTA FE, N.M., March 12 
(UP)—District Judge E. T. Hens- 
ley ruled today that the state and 
federal Constitution is violated in 
28 New Mexico public schools 
where Catholic nuns, brothers and 
priests are employed as teachers. 

Judge Hensley ruled in a suit 
filed by school patrons against 
More than 100 defendants, includ- 
ing the State Board of Education. 

He found that the defendants 
are violating the Constitution be- 
cause: 

1. Religious doctrine is taught 
in public school classrooms. 

2. Parochial school students 
are furnished with free bus 
transportation by the state. 

3. Religious emblems are dis- 
played in public school class- 
rooms. 

4. Public school classes are 
conducted in buildings owned by 
religious orders, 

5. Free textbooks are supplied 
to parochial schools. 

Judge Hensley ruled that “there 
is no separation of church and 
state”. in 28 schools in northern 
New Mexico. 

In the 28 schools, Catholic re- 
ligious are employed as teachers

At the outbreak of World War 
TI, he was a member of the Su- 
preme War Council and command- 
ed the French armies in northern 
France.

wall of a fortress. It was said 
that it took eight months of pains- 
taking work to weave the tiny 
threads together in a rope 65 feet 
long. 

After 11 days of hiding, he got 
on a train and made his way to 
Switzerland despite a search of 
the train by the Gestapo. He 
learned that the Nazis had placed 
a price of 100,000 marks on his 
head. Soon he went to Vichy, 
then the head of unoccupied 
France, and his old friend, Mar- 
shal Henri Philippe Petain, em- 


shall, as head of the Government, 
wanted him to sign a paper say- 
ing he would never again take up 
arms against Germany, but he 
refused. 

Press dispatches at the time 
said the Germans offered to free 
70,000 French war prisoners in ex- 
change for Giraud, if he would 
voluntarily return to the prison. 
But he said he “would trust no 
German’s word.“ 

Dispute With De Gaulle. 

In French North Africa, he was 
named High Commissioner after 
the assassination of Adm. Fran- 
cois Darlan, but soon ran into a 
political tornado. The Free French 
movement, headed by Gen. Charlies 
de Gaulle, felt that it had been 
sidetracked. 

Giraud commanded the French 
forces in the 1942-43 Allied inva- 
sion and campaign in North 
Africa. He and De Gaulle were 
brought together in a semblance 
of unity at the Casablanca con- 
ference. De Gaulle took over the 
political leadership of the Libera- 
tion Committee while Giraud 
headed the army. But bitterness 
increased between them, and 
De Gaulle finally ousted Giraud in 
April 1944. After his retirement 
Giraud lived quietly with his wife 
and two daughters in Metz.

Two-thirds 
approval in the Senate will be re- 
quired before the United States 
can ratify. The Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee gave its in- 
formal approval earlier this week 
and officials are confident that 
the full Senate will follow suit 
without major opposition. 

The treaty will bind the United 
States and the countries of west- 
ern Europe in a defensive alliance 
for the first time in history. It is 
obviously designed as a warning to 


Russia in case that nation should 
ever consider attacking any mem- 
ber of the alliance. 

The principal clause of the pact, 
still officially secret, provides that 
an attack on any one member 
shall be considered an attack on 
all, with each nation deciding for 
itself, however, whether to use 
armed force. | 


De Gasperi Calls Sunday Session 
to Thwart Reds on Pact. 

ROME, March 12 (UP)—Premier 
Alcide de Gasperi today called an 
unusual Sunday session of Par- 
liament in an attempt to thwart 
Communist efforts to foment sen- 
timent against Italian participation 
in the Atlantic defense pact. 

De Gasperi’s maneuver was cal- 
culated to speed up debate and 
hurry Parliament to a final vote. 
It came within a few hours of a 
Communist call for flash strikes 
today and demonstrations tomor- 
row to protest against the govern- 
ment’s “war policy.” The Sunday 
session of Parliament was expect- 
ed to keep Palmiro Togliatti and 
other high Communist leaders 
from attending mass demonstra- 
tions. 

Seeking to offset Communist 
propaganda, De Gasperi’s Chris- 
tian Democratic party plastered 
posters through the big cities 
showing Premier Joseph Stalin 


von Ribbentrop signing the Soviet- 
German pact in 1939. 

A Communist-backed motion to 
delay debate on the Atlantic pact 
was defeated in Parliament yes- 
terday after De Gasperi announced 
the Cabinet’s approval of Italy’s 
participation in the alliance. He 
now is seeking parMamentary ap- 
proval to go ahead with plans for 
joining the pact. -

Maritime Commission Of- 
ficial Testifies of Em- 
ployes Throwing Away 
Some of Records. 


WASHINGTON, March 12 (AP) 
ne Maritime Commission, hard- 
pressed by Senate investigators, 
today promised swift action to col- 
lect about $26,000,000 owed to the 


Government for more than two 
years, 

The commission said a special 
staff of accounting experts would 
begin work immediately. 

An official of the agency star- 
tled members of a Senate expendi- 
tures subcommittee yesterday 
when he told them one reason for 
the delay was that “disgruntled 
employes” had thrown some of the 
necessary records into the trash 
basket. 

Represent Advances to Firms. 

Many of* these accounts receiv- 
able, reportedly dating back to the 
early days of the. war, represent 
advances made to private business 
for the construction and operation 
of the wartime merchant fleet. 

K. E. Harris, acting chief of 
the commission’s internal control 
branch, testified that no attempt 
had been made to collect the 
multi-million-dollar accounts since 
1947, because of lack of skilled 
personnel. 

Then he told Senator Hoey 
(Dem.), North Carolina, and his 
investigators that numerous rec- 
ords needed for the job had been 
destroyed or thrown out by work- 
ers. 

“They were disgruntled em- 
ployes waiting for the hatchet to 
fall,” Harris said. 

Question of Loss. 

He said the loss to the Govern- 
ment probably would be small be- 
cause most of the records were 
duplicated. However, under close 
questioning from Senator McCar- 
thy (Rep.), Wisconsin, Harris said 
he did not know whether all the 
documents were replaced. 

“It is conceivable that these 
missing papers will result in losses 
of hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars to the Government,” McCar- 
thy said. 

William P. Rogers, the commit- 
tee’s counsel, told a reporter the 
aim of today’s session was to 
learn why additional personnel 
was not hired last year to bill the 
accounts. 
Accounting Staff Cut by 45 Pct. 

The Senators were told yester- 
day that the log jam developed 
after Congress cut the commis- 
sion’s accounting staff by 45 per 
cent in mid-1947. 

Rogers asserted, however, that 
“at least $200,000 was available in 
commission funds“ in 1948 to hire 
the 25 persons needed to process 
an estimated 76,000 accounts. 

Commission witnesses are ex- 
pected to outline new procedures 
under which the agency is keeping 
pace with current billings. 

The special staff to be assigned 
to the unbilled accounts will num- 
ber about 22 persons, skilled and 
trained in accounting techniques. 
The commission estimates it will 
take at least a year to catch up. 

Senator Mundt (Rep.), South 
Dakota, called the billing delay 
“the most gross and glaring ex- 
ample of Government inefficiency 
and neglect I have heard in 10 
years in Washington.”

As 
scientists we are interested in 
What they have done. 

“Our Data Utilized.” 

“Our data have been utilized 
thus far by at least 12 state legis- 
latures in revising their laws. 
Some have consulted us directly; 
others have made use of a sex 
crime study of a national body, 
Group for Advancement of Psy- 
chiatry, which used our findings 
in considerable detail. 


“Most recently, our report was 
filed with the United States Su- 
preme Court in a test case on cen- 
sorship in New Tork. United 
States District Judge Jerome 
Frank, in deciding against a de- 
fendant, sharpened the issue be- 
tween two schools of thought. 

“These are the group that think 
the law should be carried out lit- 
erally, which the book proves a 
practical impossibility, and the 
newer, growing philosophy that 
hold intrinsic public interest is 
Paramount. 

“The latter group asks, What is 
society’s interest in controlling 
sexual behavior? It cites the first 
amendment to the Constitution, on 
‘clear and imminent danger’ to

OVER 1948 EXPECTED 


‘Moderately Optimistic’ Fore- 
cast of Prospects for 
Spring and Summer. 


WASHINGTON, March 12 (AP) 
— Government job experts said 
yesterday they look for more un- 
employment this year than in 
1948, but they gave a “moderate- 
ly optimistic” forecast of job pros- 
pects this spring and summer. 

This analysis was based on a 
survey of 92 major labor market 
areas across the country, 
ducted by the Bureau of Employ- 
ment Securtiy. 

The report said that a “major- 
ity of employers” questioned ex- 
pected a “moderate employment 
recovery in late April and May, 
but did not expect the recovery to 
raise employment this year to last 
year’s record-breaking levels.”

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Action Stems From Re- 
organizing of Ameri- 
can Constabulary Into 
a Combat Outfit.

AUGSBURG, Germany, March 
12 (AP)—Tanks are being shipped 
from the United States to Ger- 
many to rearm American troops 
here, it was disclosed by Army 
officials yesterday. 

This is a reversal of the policy 
in the early postwar years when 
tanks ised in battle were being 
sent back to the United States. 
It stems from the reorganization 
of the United States constabulary, 
starting last fall, from a highway 
and border patrol unit to a com- 
bat outfit. 

An Army announcement said 
the constabulary now “is a stream- 
lined tactical organization, com- 
posed of two brigades, three 
armored cavalry regiments, an ar- 
tillery group and supporting 
units.“ 

Constabulary officers said each 
regiment consists of three bat- 
talions, each with 40 tanks, for an 
indicated total of 360, most of 
which were brought from the 
United States during the last six 
months. 

These tanks are in addition fo 
a smaller number in the First Di- 
vision, the only other American 
ground force combat unit in Ger- 
many. 

The officers told reporters at a 
military review here the over-al! 
tank strength was small, however, 
compared with the force that could 
be launched against them in the 
event the American zone were at- 
tacked. 

The constabulary staged the re- 
view to show what it had in the 
way of defense since its reorgani- 
zation. Putting on the show was 
the first battalion of the Second 
Armored Cavalry Regiment, con- 
sisting of about 1000 men and 
using 285 vehicles. Inaluded 
among them were 40 tanks, 17 
medium and 23 light. 

The battalion presented a smart 
appearance, although about half 
the men have joined the Army 
and arrived overseas since last 
Christmas, as replacements.

1 Peace Talks With Reds 


Await Forming of Cab- 
inet—Has Great Army 


Influence. 


By SEYMOUR TOPPING 

G. March 12 (AP)— 
Gen. Ho Ying-chin became Pre- 
mier of Nationalist China today. 
Peace talks with the Communists 
await formation of his cabinet. 

Acting President Li Tsung-jen’s 
choice of Ho to succeed Dr. Sun 
Fo was quickly approved by the 
Legislative Yuan at a special ses- 
sion. The vote was 209 to 30. 

The new Premier is 60 years 
old. He is a professional soldier, 
trained by Japan, and the top 
eader in the powerful Whampoa 
Military Academy clique, giving 
him great influence in the Nation- 
alist Army. He was China’s Min- 
ister of War for 14 years. 

There has been no Communist 
reaction to Ho as Premier. Like 
virtually all other top Nationalist 
leaders, he is on the Communist 
list of “war criminals.” 

However, the Communist radio 
in North China said today Pre- 
mier Sun’s resignation Tuesday 
was made “under American in- 
structions.” It said Li “is main- 
taining close contact with agents 
of the White House.” 

A compromise choice for Pre- 
mier, Ho is expected to strengthen 
the position of the Central Gov- 
ernment in what is left of Na- 
tionalist China. This in turn will 
bolster Li’s hand in peace nego- 
tiations with the Reds. 

Li has been trying to bring back 
the Central Government as a 
strong force. Even under Chiang 
Kai-shek, the Government never 
was able to extend actual con- 
trol over all of this vast country. 
When he “retired” as President 
Jan. 21, the Central Government’s 
power disintegrated. Most of the 
power passed to regional or pro- 
vincial leaders. 

Li has been inviting local lead- 
ers to conferences in an attempt 
to build up support of the Nan- 
king Government. He still is 
meeting resistance. South China 
leaders have been particularly 
hard to get. They have not even 
accepted his invitations. 

But Li is making some head- 
way. His Government is in bet- 
ter shape either for making peace 
or carrying on the three-year civil 
war. 

The prolonged halt of the vic- 
torious Communist armies north 
of the Yangtze river have given 
the acting President a badly Securi 
needed breathing spell. 

More officials are coming back 
to Nanking from Canton, where 
Sun transplanted the Government. 
Both the Legislative Yuan and 
the Control Yuan are now in 
plenary session here. One of Ho’s 
first administrative decisions may 
be whether to bring the Executive 
Yuan back from Canton. 


VATICAN OBSERVES 
10TH ANNIVERSARY | 
OF POPE PIUS’S RULE | 


VATICAN CITY, March 12 (AP) 
—The Vatican today celebrated 


the tenth anniversary of Pope 80 
Pius XII’s spiritual rule of the 
world’s Roman Catholics with a 
colorful, solemn mass in Rome's 
famous Sistine Chapel. 

Cardinals, prelates, priests and 
members of the diplomatic corps 
assigned to the Holy See attended 
the pontifical mass Marking the 
anniversary of the Pope’ s corona- 
tion. 

The Pope, dressed in a white 
cape and wearing his triregnum— 
a bee-hive shaped crown—was car- 
ried reverently to the chapel in 
his sedia gestatoria, or ruler’s 
chair. 

Throngs of faithful along the 
route cheered him, shouting “viva 
il Papa! viva il Papa!” 

The Pope imparted benediction 
to all present at the end of the 
mass, along with a 30-year in- 
dulgence. 

Members of the diplomatic corps 
wore full ceremonial dress and 
decorations. Fourteen cardinals, 
dressed in long red ermine-fringed 
capes, were present. 

Greetings came to the Pope on 
this festive day from all parts of 
the world. 

The buildings in Vatican City, 
the tiny state over which the Pope 
rules, were decorated with white 
and golden papal flags and bunt- 


ing. 


CHINESE MONEY GOING WILD 
AGAIN AS YUAN’S VALUE SINKS 


SHANGHAI, March 12 (AP)— 
China’s paper money has gone 
wild again. 

The “gold yuan” has sunk to 
6400 to $1 United States in the 
open market. The largest de- 
nomination is a 100-yuan Dill, 
which means that money is hard 
to manage again. It takes a bulg- 
ing pocketful to do any market- 
ng. 


Last August the yuan was worth 
four to $1 United States. Lately 
it has been losing value even 
faster than the old Chinese na- 
tional currency, which was junked 
after reaching 12,000,000 to $1 
United States.

Yet murder is one of the most prominent, because 
most dramatic, presentations in some of these books. 

I believe that every experience that touches a child's life 
affects his thinking and behavior, so J am on guard whenever 
possible to see that no harmful experience touches him. A bed 
dock, a bad ecreen picture, a bad play are sharp experiences. 
They must leave their traces on the minds and, therefore, the 
behavior of all who see them and discuss them. We have laws 
to protect children from such experiences, but they seem diffi- 
cult to enforce. No law that does not have the full force of 
public opinion behind it can be enforced. 


THE BEST wade xa — . of a bad thought ie to 
put a good one in ite place, Leave food books handy, pratee 
them. We must have good books for children—entertaining,
